You have 
brought, forward no evidence of any kind 
as to your having been exposed to any malice, 
but on the coutrary the records of the Police 
Court seem to show that yon hava been guilty 
saveral times of causing considerable annoyance 
to members of Mr, Madar’s family. There have 
been three convictions against you. It seems to 
me that you have some idea that yon hate been 
wronged and illtrcatod, and yon soom to have 
thought that this girl was betrothed to yon, for 
you talked abont it'to everybody yon came across, 
and you frequently used threats’ of what you 
would do in case you were not allowed fo marry 
her. The people ta whom you used these threats 
secon to-havo thought it woa mero idle. talk, 
and they took no steps to warn Mr. Madar, nor 
to tall the polica of them.
